Commenting on K mart Corpo-’ 
ration’s first quarter results, 
Chairman Robert E. Dewar said: 

“Sales for the 13 weeks end- 
ed April 30, 1980, were 
$2,983,516,000 compared with 
$2,616, 617, 000 for the first quar- 
ter of 1979, an increase of 14.0%. 
Net income for the quarter was 
$39,645,000 compared with 
$45,590,000 for the comparable 
prior year quarter, a decrease of 
13.0%. Earnings per common and 
common equivalent share were 
32¢ for the first quarter of 1980 
against 37¢ for the first quarter 
of 1979. 

“Sales and earnings for the 
. first quarter of 1980 were within 
expectations despite a severe and 
deteriorating economic environ- 
ment. Good sales increases were 
experienced by most depart- 
ments, especially small appli- 


ances, menswear, sporting goods 
and home improvements. How- 
ever a less vigorous sales pace 
was noted in the major appliance, 
camera, building material and 
ladies’ apparel departments. 


“Gross profit margins were 
slightly above expectations and 
the prior year. However, inflation- 
ary pressures continued to un- 
favorably affect selling, general 
and administrative expense 
ratios which increased to 25.2% 
of sales in, the first quarter of 
1980 compared with 24.0% in the 
comparable quarter of the prior 
year. 


“Continued high inflation is 
also reflected in our inventory 
valuation under the LIFO inven- 
tory method by 14¢ per share 
charge in the current year first 
quarter compared with 9¢ per 


.the prior year. 


share charge in the first quarter

“Operating comparisons were 
also affected by significant fluc- 
tuations in foreign currency ex- 
change rates. Earnings for the 
first quarter of 1980 included~a 
minimal currency fluctuation 
gain compared with a loss of 3¢ 
per share in the first eal ‘of 


“The effective income tax rate 
in 1980 was 42.0% compared 
with 45.8% in the prior year. 
This decrease was due primarily 
to the swing in the effects of 
foreign currency fluctuations not 
subject to income tax in 1980 


compared with 1979. 


“In the first quarter of 1980, 
we opened 34 K marts compared 
with 36 opened in the first quar- 
ter of 1979. We anticipate that 


our 1980 store expansion pro- 
gram will approximate 175 stores 
in the United States and Canada. 

“Sales for the balance of the 
year will, undoubtedly, be af- 
fected by the continued weakness 
of our general economy. As con- 
sumers become more and more 
price-conscious, K mart’s values 
will continue to be attractive. We 
expect monthly sales increases to 
range between 10% to 15% for 
the balance of the year. We have 
a strong promotional program 
and that, along with our new 
store openings, should provide 
continued sales gains reasonably 
close to our plan. Inflation’s im- 
pact upon costs will likely con- 
tinue for a few more quarters.

Vegetable Garden 
Vegetable gardens come in 
many sizes. Even though the 
general rule of (green) thumb for 
providing food from the earth is a 
25 x 30 foot lot, interspersing 


vegetables with garden flowers” 


in a small bed works just as well. 
Or growing them in pots which will 
alleviate the chore of insect con- 
trol 

The most important determin- 
ant in planning and growing a 
vegetable garden is the amount 
you need of each vegetable. Un- 
less you're a whiz at harvesting 
or have an excellent storage 
place like a root cellar, too many 
vegetables can mean waste. 
When considering the amount of 
vegetables needed, keep in mind 
the following plants which all too 
often produce too much fruit or 
can take over the entire garden: 
cucumbers, peppers, lettuce, cel- 
ery. These plants picked at ma- 
turity from the vine, cannot be 
stored like squash or potatoes, 
and unless you have a salad 
shes these vegetables can spoil 
ast. . 
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us surprises. 


Location 


The location is strictly left up 
to you. Most of us like the garden 
within our sight as it provides a 
pleasing and refreshing “picture.” 
As long as your garden receives 
an abundance of sunshine (eight 
hours a day is the minimum for 
tomatoes) along with careful wa- 
tering, your bounty. should be 
plentiful. The only exception to 
needing ‘a lot of sun is lettuce 
which tends to wilt and turn bit- 
ter in hot weather. Suggestion: 
Plant your lettuce at the north 
end of the garden, in pots or in a 
semi shaded flower border. 
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and gophers, a lot of your efforts 
will go for naught if the garden 
is not protected by a fence. It 
does not have to be elaborate, 
just useful. Chicken wire with a 
two inch mesh, and at least two 
feet in height, supported by posts 
firmly set in the ground at inter- 
vals of eight or ten feet, will sup- 
ply adequate protection. A four 
foot fence will serve as a perma- 
nent and space-saving support for 
tomatoes, peas, cucumbers or 
pole beans. This height will dis-

Equipment 
To start and maintain your 
garden, you'll need a spading 
fork, and iron bow rake, a hoe, a 
trowel and a watering can. 


Planning Ahead 


If you intend to do some can- 
ning and/or freezing, do not de- 
pend upon “surpluses” from the 
summer garden. If, for instance, 
canned tomatoes and tomato 
juice are wanted for winter, at 
least twice as many tomato 
plants should be set out as would 
be required. to provide a summer 
supply alone. ' 


Storage 


ire some helpful hints. To 
keep carrots, beets and turnips 
from shriveling, store them in a 
cool, dark place, 35°F to 40°F, 
packed in sand or slightly moist 
peat moss, or in boxes covered 
with bags containing sand, leaves 
or peat moss. Chinese cabbage, 
leeks, kale and celery should be 
stored at the same temperature 
with moderate air circulation and 
plenty of moisture. Leave some 
dirt on the roots and pack them 
closely together in boxes placed 
on the floor. 


_ Squashes, pumpkins and on- 
lons require dry storage. The 


vine crops should be “cured” for a - 


week or two in a temperature of 
80°F to 85°F, then stored on a 
shelf in a dry cellar at 45°F to 
60°F. Onions should be kept in 
the dark, in a dry place, at 35°F 
to 40°F after they have been 
dried off in trays or boxes, under 
cover, but with good air circula- 
tion, for several weeks after har- 
vesting. 


Late Planting 


Some vegetables can _ be 
planted as late as July 1 because 


If you have a dry cool place to 


they can. survive light frosts and 
are used for fall and winter stor- 
age. Chinese cabbage, broccoli, 
carrots and beets can be planted 
then for storage, while sweet 
corn, cucumber, zucchini and 
snap beans are delicious endings 
to the hot season. Around July 
15th you can. plant rutabaga. 
August 1st you have your choice 
of putting in turnips, endive, es- 
carqle, garden cress, kohlrabi, 
lettuce, radish, peas and spinach.

Even if these vegetables are still 
immature when the first light 
frost comes, many vegetables 
then are gourmet treats, like 
baby carrots, finger-length zuc- 
chini and tiny snap beans. 
Flower Gardens 
Flowers, whether planted en 
into small 
niches, are like jewels in a 
jewelry box. They can be planted 
in an ordered pattern or in a 
random manner and yet they 


stilt give the feeling of richness. 
And unlike vegetables where 
overplanting can lead to waste, 
you can never have enough: flow- 
ering plants. Flowers are not just 
confined to your outdoor flower 
beds. Plants, especially annuals 
which last an entire summer, are 
the perfect solution for displaying 
your pots, tubs, window boxes or 
planters. Many city gardens are 
made up. entirely of potted 
plants, some raised on props to 
give an illusion of height. 


What to Grow 


Annual flowers that are best 
for flower beds are ageratum, 
wax begonia, dusty-miller, 
marigolds, petunia and sweet 
alyssum. Impatiens does very 


well in areas partially shaded. . 


And there is a wide range of col- 
ors to choose from and heights 
range from six inches to 1™ feet. 


Summer withou 
wilting or fading. 

Perennials (flowers which die 
in winter but renew themselves 


“each spring) give your garden a 


long lasting beauty, year after 
year. Unlike the 100 foot long, 
eight to ten foot wide flower bor- 
ders still seen in England, today’s 
perennial gardens are simple yet 
dramatic. For example, a classic 
combination of three favorites — 
peonies, bearded iris and day 
lilies — can -border a driveway 
and provide color from spring 
until fall. The peonies and iris 
will flower first, then the day 
lilies. These are rugged peren- 
nials and will stand up to incle- 
ment weather. 

Flowers, annual or perennial, 
create a living tapestry. To soften 
a high maintenance area, plant 
ajuga, lily-of-the-valley, sweet 
woodruff or sedum. These’ plants 
can be \much more appealing 
than grass or gravel. A clump of 
day lilies at a garden gate or 
some ornamental grass by a gar- 
den seat are dramatic accents. 

Come autumn, your perennials 
should be cut down to within an 
inch of the soil. In the north, it is 


advisable to protect newly 
planted perennials for their first 
winter. Marsh hay, peat moss, 
everygreen branches or 
cornstalks can be laid loosely 
over the plants so they will not 
be smothered; however, do not 
put this protection on until after 
the first hard freeze. Also its not 
a bad idea to cover an estab- 
lished perennial bed with the 
same materials. 


Herb Gardens 


Dainty, delightful and delicious 
describe the world of herbs. From 
the elaborate knot gardens of 
K = Sardaens, herds have 
“srown” to become a versatile 
plant. They can be used for cook- 
ing, pot-pourris, bouquets or 
creating a fresh air feeling for 
musty places. 

For a fragrant garden, laven- 
der, lemon verbena, rosemary, 


scented geraniums, 
ernwood, sweet cicely, thyme and 
costmary do nicely. 

Basil, parsley, summer savory, 
sweet marjoram, chives are excel- 
lent for a kitchen’ garden. The 
minty herbs such as spearmint, 
can be grown successfully in the 
kitchen and preserved for winter 
use.
